Turing the past few years, when 
the government made a grant to mun- 


{cipal units, the municipal unit had 
to put up 40 percent of the cost of a 
project to use the grant money for 
the other 60 percent. This has been 
cianged now so that the municipal 
unit only has to put up 25 percent in 
order to qualify for provincial road 
constiuction grants. 

“The total assistance from the pro- 
vincial government to the municipal 
unit for this year is equal to more 
than 38 mills on the total arggre- 
gate assessment. This is the assess- 
ment used for 1950. 

An- additional three million dollars 
js being set aside under the School 
Borrowing Act. ‘Ihe grants payable 
under this act are being increased 
from 12% percent to 20 percent on 
approved. borrowings as of April 1st, 

_ 1061. , 

An additional $7,000,000 is being 
set aside this year under The Seli 
Ligqidating Projects Act. Ti:is money 
is made available to municipalites for 
lomg term loans at 2 percent interest. 
By the end of 1950 nearly $5,000,000 
had been loaned under this Act from 
last year’s allocations.

enable Alberta citizens to purchase 
Provincial Annuities on very favor- 
able terms. Payments of money into, 
this annuity fund by anyone will bear 
interest at 3% percent compound 
annually, The money accumulated in 


this fund will be made available for} - 


municipa] borrowing at lower inter- 
est rates than prevailing today. This 
acheme will provide an opportunity 
for people to save for themselves. If 
will help municipalities and it will 
keep money invested in Alberta. 
Fuller details on tiiis will be avai] 
able to the public soon. 


Continuing the budget debate, Hon 
Gordon Tayloy, Minister of Railway: 
and Telephones outlined the yast cx- 
pansion of telephone service in the 
province, During the last year ¢ 
number of all-time records iwere made 
5,402,546 long distance calls were 
Completed; at the beginning of tha 
figca] year 1949-50, applications for 
télkphones numbered 8,339; 8,977 tele- 
phoney were installed during that 
time and yet at the end of the period 
there was still a waiting liat of 10,129,

The Value Of Trees 


TQ THE EARLY SETTLERS on the prairie lands of Western Canada 
the lack of trees must have seemed a great Advantage. Stretches of rolling 
land, ready to be cultivated without having to first cut down trees and 
remove stumps would look inviting indeed to people who had had farming 
experience in places where trees were plentiful. However, in spite of the 
advantages of working land which did not have to be cleared, it was soon 
discovered that trees are needed tor many purposes in successful farming, 


and an extensive programme of tree planting was started in the West. 
i ee ee 


. At the 51st annual meeting of the Canadian For- 
Many Used For estry Association, held recently in Montreal, some 
interesting facts were heard regarding the plant- 
Shelter Belts ing of trees in the prairie provinces, Mr. J. J. 
Van Camp, general manager of the association, said that in the past 27 
years the association had been responsible for the planting of 250,000,000 
trees on the prairies. Most of these trees had been used for shelter belts, 
to protect farm homes and buildings from the wind. It was later found 
however, Mr. Van Camp said, that the soil protected by these trees was 
suitable for fruit and vegetable gardens and now it is estimated that there 


are 60,000 such gardens made possible by the planting of shelter belts. 
* * * " * 


In addition to their use for wind shelters, the people 
of the prairies are now familiar with the value of 
trees in preserving moisture and in preventing soil 
drifting. Last year a railway car, operated by the 
Forestry Association travelled more than 7,000 miles through the West, 
bringing information to the people about trees and their importance to 
soil and moisture conservation. Trees, and information about growing 
them, have been made available to prairie farmers through the Forestry 
Association, the Forestry Farms operated by the federal government and 
other-sources, The hundreds of thousands of trees successfully grown there 
are beautifying the country as well as providing shade and shelter for 
farm homes. In addition, they are playing a part in increasing the number 
of successful food gardens, and in carrying on the important fight to con- 
serve moisture and prevent soil drifting.

Consideraton Should Be 

Given To Likes And 

Dislikes Of Plants 
Regarding Location 


Something Will Fit 
No matter how unfavorable the lo- 
cation there is some flower, vege- 
table or shrub that will thrive in it 
and actually prefer such a situation, 
The ideal garden, of course, is open 
to the sun and the soil is a rich, 
well-drained loam;:.But there are 
many plants which ‘do not care for 
this. Some flowers, vegetables and 
certain varieties of grass “prefer 
shade, some want acid soil rather 
than sweet, some like heavy clay bet- 
ter than loam or sand, some actually 
do better in poor soil than rich, . 
The thing in planning is to con- 
sider these special likes and dislikes, 
then to select ‘those plants that suit 
ones special location, Special in- 
formation in the seed catalogues will 
help in planning. - 
Most vegetables, however, are 
pretty keen on a generous amount 
of sun, but they have distinct likes 
and dislikes in the matter of soil. 
For deep-rooted things like carrots, 
potatoes, etc., it is important that 
the soils be fairly loose at least a 
foot down, Many prefer sandy soil 
to clay. But no matter what the soil 
is like to start with by a little plan- 
ning and building one cah change 
it fairly easily. 
Must’ Like Our Climate 
It's a waste of time, labor and 
money to try to grow certain tender 
flowers or other plants which may do 
beautifully in Britain or the Southern 
United States. Our climate, soil and 
other conditions are not suitable. To 
guard against discouragement one is 
advised to stick to those flowers, 
shrubs and vegetables that are spe- 
cially recommended for Canadian 
conditions, These are the varieties 
and types listed in any Canadian 
seed.catalogues. These have all been 
tested under Canadian conditions and 
are recommended by Canadian au- 
thorities.

One can’t sow lawn grass seed too 
soon in the spring, Some people even

broadcast over the last snow and as 
it melts it carries the seed down into 
the soft earth. On a sloping place, 
of course, this might not be advis- 
able where running water might 
carry seed away. - 

Good grass seed consists of a blend 
of several different grasses, Some 
of these germinate quickly, provid- 
ing some cover and also the neces- 
sary protection for the later more 
permanent sorts. .For shady loca- 
tions one should get a special mix- 
ture. Either for patching or new 
lawns, grass seed should be sown 
liberally and lightly raked in, 

Like most plants grass will appre- 
ciate good soil and an occasional ap- 
plication of fertilizer, As new grass 
is easily pulled out.so one should 
make sure the mower is sharp for 
the first few cuttings, especially.

Andrew Stewart 


PIONEER 
PROFESSOR \ 


The people of the Prairie Provinces 
are indtbted to T. G. McKitrick, 
former publisher of the Crystal City 
Courier for making available in book 
form an interesting story entitled 
“Andrew Stewart of. the Prairie 
Homesteads”, The author gives many 
interesting details of this great per- 
sonality Andrew Stewart, who came 
West in 1879 as one in the Company 
of a band of pioneers who later 
selected him as their spiritual advis- 
er. Andrew Stewart graduated from 
Victoria University, Toronto, the 
Same year as he came West—1879, 
and was ordained a minister of the 
Méthodist Church. After serving in 
this capacity for several years he 
was appointed Head of the Theologi- 
cal Department of Wesley College in 
Winnipeg. 

The author has spared neither time 
nor effort to make this book an in- 
teresting record of the man to whom 
the West dwes so much in that by 
his indomitable cofirage and his zeal 
to further his Master’s Kingdom, 
established a place of worship in 
Crystal City and laid the foundation 
of a Christian Community, the influ- 
ence of which has extended far be- 
yond the confines of the Province of 
Manitoba. 

In 1889 (ten years after Andrew 
Stewart arrived in Manitoba), he, 
with other likeminded men, turned 
their efforts in the direction of estab- 
lishing Wesley College as a ceiitre 
for education in the Province of 
Manitoba, and from small beginnings, 
classes were eee in a building on 
Albert Street in the City of Winni- 
peg; and again, a year or two later, 
Wesley College was located in a 
brick residence: at the corner of 
Broadway and Edmonton, Winnipeg. 

At the close of 1895 students num- 
bered eighty-three, including those 
attending junior. and senior matricu- 
lation classes, covering work now 
completed in our Manitoba Col- 
‘legiates and High Schools, as well 
as in the denominational Colleges. 

Wesley College Staff*in 1892 in- 
cluded Rev. J. W. Sparling as Prin- 
cipal; Professor R. R. Cochran, 
teacher of Mathematics; Professor, 
G. J. Laird, Science; Professor Stew-, 
art; English and Theology; Professor 
Osborne, Languages; Professor J. H. 
Riddell, Classics and Theology. 

Wesley College Building Fund con- 
tinued to climb toward the objective 
of One Hundred Thousand Dollars, 
and by 1891 plans were being con- 
sidered for the erection of a suitable 
-building for a growing College. 

The site decided upon, and imme- 
diately secured, was an entire city 
block in the City of Winnipeg, from 
Balmoral to Spence Street, and fac- 
ing on Portage Avenue, containing 
five and a half acres, and costing 
$12,000.00. 

Added to the amount secured in 
the West by) popular subscription 
were substantial gifts from friends 
in Eastern Canada. 

Today another appeal has gonc out 
to further extend the work so ably 
started by men like Andrew Stewart,' 
Wesley College, now known as Unit- 
.ed College, has found it necessary 
to supplement the accommodation 
provided in its older buildings by the 
erection of a building to be used to 
house the Faculty of Theology and 
the General Library. For some years 
now it has not been possible to ac- 
commodate the students of the Col- 
lege in the buildings on its own 
campus. Space has been rented in 
nearby buildings. With the opening 
of the new building now under con- 
struction all the students registered 
in the College will be accommodated 
on its own campus and will have the 
advantage of the use of the most 
modern and up-to-date college li- 
brary building west of the Great 
Lakes. ’

Fear Lack 


Of Farm Help 
This Season 


From Work On Farms 


OTTAWA. —The rising tempo 
of industrial defence production 
is causing uneasiness to some 
western rural members who are 
asking how the farmer is going 
to fare in the matter of getting 
labor this year. 


They are afraid that with industry 
competing for men on a fairly re- 
stricted labor market, it will be hard 
to attract suitable men to the farms. 

Befofe the senate committee on 
immigration and labor, Arthur Mac- 
Namara, deputy minister of labor, 
told a. questioner that about 55 per 
cent. of the immigrants brgught out 
in group movements to work on 
farms were still there. That meant 
that neary half of them had already 
moved off, 

He said, however, that very few 
requests so far had been received by 
the department from farmers for 


beginning to come in. 

Sen, Byron Horner from Blaine 
Lake, Sask., made the point that 
prairie farmers needed skilled me- 
chanics just as much as did eastern 
industry. He cited the case of a 
willing but inexperienced displaced 
person who knew nothing at all 
about modern farm machinery, but 
was most proficient with a scythe.

Are Fast Picking Up “Sweep, 
Draw, Hogline” Lingo 


STANLEY, Sask.—Indian fish- 
ermen and trappers of ihis lake 
shore community, @160 miles 
northeast of Prince Albert, are 
fast picking up the “sweep, 
draw, hogline”’ lingo of their 
rock-throwing white neighbors. 
Only the ‘‘stones’’ are somewhat 
unorthodox. 

The settlement became curling 
conscious when uncertain winter 
weather virtually isolated it from 
civilization. The plan to have the 
Indians take up the Scottish sport 
was “skipped” by Leonard Coate, 
Saskatchewan trading post manager, 
and William Mattock, manager of 
the Hudson’s Bay Co. post. 

Providing rocks posed the first 
problem. Messrs, Coate and Mattock 
solved it by bringing into play large 
china jugs. Using them as molds, 
rocks were made from concrete and 
fitted with handles. 

The Stanley Curling Club now has 
12 21-pgund rocks. The rink was 
laid out along the lake shore com- 
plete with painted hog lines and cir- 
cles, 

At the outset trading post clerks 
made up most of the curling quar 
tets but now the Indians, who at first

The gas 
will be used by the Montana Power 
Company, for domestic and commer- 
eid] purposes, 

The Trans-Canada Pipe Lines Ltd., 
is preparing to export gas in a big 
way. This project is to build a pipe 
line for gas from Pincher Creek as far 
east as Montreal and probably to 
Quebee gity. The route will be along 
main line of the C.P.R. to Winnipeg. 
It will then cross the Great Shield 
.to Fort. William and from there on it 
may fellow the C.N.R.- It will enter

CAR LICENSE 
FEES REDUCED 


Motor ear Jicense plate costs are 
heing reduced “In Alberta, effective 
when the new license year opens 
April 1, It has been estimated ti:at the 
reduction will save motorists $700,000 
a year in license costs. 

For many years the Alberta Mo- 
tor Association has been urging pro- 
vincial governments to reduce license 
plate costs, which were claimed to be 
the highest in Canada. 

Under the new) license plan  an- 
nounced in the legislature by Premier 
Manning, there will be reductions of 
ws much as $15 a year. Fifty-six’ per 
cent of the cars comming under the 
new schedule . will get a reduction of 
$10 or more and 31 per cent will get 
their liconsey $5 less than before, 

Cars wilt) a wheel base not exceed- 
ing 110 inches will pay a fee of $10. 
Those with a wheelbase over 110 
inches and not more than 120 itches 
will be licensed at $16. For those 
, with a wheel base exceeding 120, 
inches, the license will cost $20, 

Reduction sof licerses when a car 
,is 10 year old: now will apply only 
|to cars made before 1941, There will 
be no fvrtier rebates on licenses 
turned in by Jan. 10. The 40 percent 
and 75 percent reduction in licenses 
purchased after October and January 
1, respectively, will be discontinued, 

While it has rsduced car licenses 
the provincial government has in. 
creased the gasoline tax from nine to 
10 cents a gallon, to, yield an ad. 
ditional $1,000,000 a year; Also, it 
has taken off the one cent a gallon 
imposed on gasoline for farm or in- 
| dustrial purposes,
